Gold Inlays and Crown and Bridge Prosthesis“ 
A. H. Bassman, D.D.S., Milwaukee, Wis. 


A proper examination of tooth struc- 
ture and design of cavity preparation is 
of great importance in a successful inlay 
restoration. The bite-wing x-ray is prob- 
ably the best means of determining the 
location and extent of tooth decay. In 
the interpretation of regular full mouth 
radiograms, one is often inclined to com- 
pletely overlook the presence of carious 
teeth and for this reason four posterior 
bite-wing x-rays are best suited for this 
diagnosis. The patient’s age, the loca- 
tion of the teeth and susceptibility toward 
tooth decay is to be considered before the 
beginning of cavity preparation. 


THREE SURFACE INLAYS 


The two surface inlay should seldom 
be constructed for the second bicuspid or 
first molar teeth of either arch. The in- 
clusion of sufficient tooth structure to 
permit the construction of the MOD in- 
lay for such teeth is not only justifiable 
but may be considered necessary for we 
know from experience that many such 
teeth are lost owing to the reluctance of 
the operator to include the third surface 
in the original preparation. It may seem 
radical to destroy apparently sound tooth 
structure, but a more permanent restora- 
tion is obtained and thus a better health 
service is rendered the patient. 


*Presented at the regular monthly meeting of the 
Chicago Dental Society, November 27, 1945. 
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Should the mesio-occlusal surface of 
the first bicuspid be involved, it is ad- 
visable to include the distal surface. 
Disto-occlusal inlays, however, are quite 
satisfactory for all first bicuspids. The 
mesio-occlusal inlay for the second molar 
is also satisfactory but should the disto- 
occlusal surface of this tooth be involved 
it is better practice to also include the 
mesial surface. 


LOWER FIRST MOLAR 


The most extensively involved tooth 
encountered is probably the lower first 
molar. Frequently it is necessary to shoe 
the entire lingual and buccal cusps of 
this tooth. The inclusion of the buccal 
fissure in the preparation will avert the 
fracture of the weak lingual wall and the 
dislodgment of the inlay. 

Local anesthesia should be employed 
when preparing the cavity. Diamond in- 
struments of various shapes, burs, sharp 
chisels, medium and coarse carbo-paper 
discs are used. Sufficient tooth structure 
must be removed to obtain self-cleansing 
margins, to guard against subsequent 
fracture of enamel and to obtain ade- 
quate retention. 


MARGINS AND CONTACTS 


The margins of the completed prepara- 
tion should not be in contact with ap- 
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proximating tooth structure, particularly 
at the gingival seat. A rough contact area 
on an approximating tooth is to be well 
polished or a temporary cement filling 
placed if decay is present. The bulky 
surface of an approximating restoration 
is to be reduced and polished to facili- 
tate the removal of the wax pattern and 
to insure contour and a good contact 
point upon the completion of the new 
inlay. Trichloracetic acid is frequently 
used in the treatment of lacerated tissues. 

With few exceptions it is advisable to 
place a germicidal cement base in the 
prepared cavity prior to securing the 
wax pattern. A cement base of con- 
siderable thickness, when inserted with- 
out pressure on the dentinal tubuli, will 
aid in averting thermal changes and dis- 
comfort in mastication. 


WAX PATTERNS 


Most wax patterns can be made with- 
out the use of a matrix. A well prepared 
cavity does not possess undercuts. The 
only undercuts encountered are on the 
external contour of the tooth. An inlay 
wax of medium hardness is selected. 
After heating the wax in a gas flame it is 
applied into the cavity with light finger 
pressure. The lingual and buccal sur- 
faces of the tooth involved and part of 
the approximating teeth are covered with 
the wax. A thickness of two millimeters 
of wax is retained over the occlusal sur- 
face. The wax may be slowly chilled 
with cold air, and then removed from 
the cavity. Care should be taken that the 
locking effect of the external contour of 
the teeth does not distort that part of 
the wax which will later become the fin- 
ished pattern. 

The initial wax pattern is dried and 
an additional amount of wax is added at 
the gingival seat. It is reseated in the 
cavity with increased finger pressure. It 
is again removed from the cavity, the 
degree of accuracy noted, and the gin- 
gival seat trimmed to nearly the desired 
finish with a sharp lance. It is placed 
back on the tooth again with increased 
finger pressure; then, the occlusal sur- 


face is carved until the lingual and buc- 
cal cusps are slightly exposed. All shav- 
ings of wax are washed away with water. 
The occlusal surface of the wax pattern 
is dried. With the aid of a warm wax 
instrument this surface is softened for 
the registration of centric and functional 
occlusion. The final carving of the wax 
pattern is now continued. Heating of wax 
instruments is to be avoided. Upon com- 
pletion of the pattern a nineteen gauge 
V-shaped wire sprue is warmed and at- 
tached to the occlusal surface of the pat- 
tern. At all times only cold air is used 
to chill the wax. The completed pat- 
tern is then drawn from the tooth with 
gentle traction in a direction parallel to 
the cavity walls. The pattern is washed 
with water to remove all adhering saliva 
or blood. The apex of the V-shaped 
sprue is attached to the softened carding 
wax in the sprue base. The contact sur- 
faces are enlarged by the addition of 
carding wax. 


INVESTMENT OF PATTERN 


It is important that the completed pat- 
tern be invested immediately to eliminate 
any subsequent changes. In order to re- 
duce the surface tension of the wax it is 
treated with one of the commercial prod- 
ucts. The investment material used 
should be one of normal expansion in an 
asbestos lined ring. All forms of vibration 
are eliminated in the investing process; 
this will produce smoother castings. 

Thermal over-expansion of the invest- 
ment in the casting process is to be 
guarded against. The desired tempera- 
ture should be retained in the mold at 
the time of casting. A gold of medium 
hardness is used for unified results. 


CEMENTING AND POLISHING 


The completed casting is trimmed with 
coarse carbolite and medium carbo-pa- 
per discs. The anatomy of the occlusal 
surface is cut with burs #701 and #600. 
The inlay is placed in the tooth. The 
contact points and occlusion are estab-

AMERICAN 
MILK CONSUMPTION 


According to estimates of the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, Americans 
consumed more than half of their dairy 
products as milk and cream in 1945. 
Each individual’s requirement was 206 
quarts. Butter was next on the list, about 
102 quarts of milk being required to 
make up the ration the average Ameri- 
can got last year. Cheese, ice cream and 
concentrated milk were next. 

The average American is far short of 
his nutritional needs on a diet such as 
quoted above. Such nutritional goals 
call for an increase of about 40 per cent 
in cheese consumption, 70 per cent in 
ice cream, and 50 per cent in milk. In 
order to equal the amount of butter con- 
sumed per capita in normal times in 


Canada, an increase of over 100 per cent 
is called for in the United States. 


PUBLIC ANNOUNCEMENTS 
BY MEMBERS OF C. D. S. 


The Ethics Committee reports that 
there are still a number of irregularities 
in the use of professional cards. The 
following resolution is published again in 
order to acquaint new members with this 
portion of the Code of Ethics. 

“WHEREAS, it is the practice of pub- 
lishers of media of all kinds to solicit 
advertisements, commonly called profes- 
sional cards, from members of the dental 
profession, and 

“WHerEaS, the publication of such 
cards or advertisements tends to give the 
dentists concerned public notice to the 
disadvantage of dentists not so announc- 
ing themselves, therefore be it 

“RESOLVED, that it is unethical for a 
member of this Society to insert a pro- 
fessional card in newspapers or in pro- 
grams for social, church, school and com- 
munity events, or any similar media, and 
be it further 

“RESOLVED, that it is unethical for a 
member of this Society to be listed in any 
directory or list of dentists except those 
of organized dentistry, and the official 
classified directory authorized by the Illi- 
nois Bell Telephone Company and then 
only when in conformity with Section 
3 of the Code of Ethics, and be it further 

“RESOLVED, that proper notice of the 
adoption of this resolution be published 
in the official magazine.” 

This resolution was approved by the 
Board of Directors and adopted by the 
membership of the Society at the regular 
business meeting of January 21, 1943. 
It is a part of the Code of Ethics and all 
members shall govern themselves ac- 
cordingly.

GOLD INLAYS, CROWN AND

lished. All surfaces of the inlay are pol- 
ished outside of the mouth without en- 
dangering the margins. In the process 
of cementation little malleting is used. 
A wood peg is placed between the inlay 
and the opposing teeth and held there 
by the patient under considerable pres- 
sure for about 3 minutes. The margins 
are then burnished with coarse and me- 
dium carbo-paper and rubber discs. For 
final polishing triple-x silex is used with 
soft mounted bristle brushes. The use 
of tin oxide or rouge for a high lustre is 
optional. 

Again the use of trichloracetic acid 
is highly recommended for the treatment 
of lacerated tissues when encountered 
in the process of cementation. Periodic 
prophylaxis and radiograms and daily 
use of wide dental tape and interproximal 
stimulation should be suggested to the 
patient for the maintenance of healthy 
investing tissues.
